2. Claims 7, 12, 13, 32, 33 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c), as being of improper 
dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent 
form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. Claim 7 depends from claim 5. In claim 5 the 
metal may only be Fe, thus the metals of claim 7 do not further limit the composition. In 
claims 12 and 13 as ell as 32 and 33 the M variable is Nb, however claims 7 and 27 require that 
M is selected from a first row transition metal- NB is not a first row transition metal. 



Claim Objections 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-37 are allowed over the prior art. However, claims 7, 12, 13 and 32-33 require 
proper amending to overcome the objections above. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: the 
claims require materials which are not disclosed in the prior art. The art shows different 
compounds as being rhombohedral NASICON, see for example Yoldas et al., 4,526,844 and 
CA115:238022.
